Sweeney and Attorney General 
Herbert S. Duffy, and report­ 
edly is being increased by two 
Ohio Democratic Party bosses 
—Hamilton County Chairman 
William Harlow and Montgom­ 
ery County Chieftain Albert A. 
Horstman, former state boss 
and now Democratic national 
committeeman. 
However, Lausche apparent­ 
ly has learned enough of the 
office-type ballot from some of 


the other 40 governors present 
at the conference 
to enable 
him to make up his mind not 
to call a session. 
Governor McKay said Inde­ 
pendent candidates in Oregon 
may qualify either by petition 
or—even simpler—by nomina­ 
tion of a mass meeting of as 
few as 250 persons. 
Nevertheless, he said, only 
once in recent history has an

PARIS, June 19—French diplo­ 
matic circles reported today that 
Russia demands a halt to the re­ 
arm am ent of Western Europe 
among Soviet terms for a Cold 
y*ar truce. 
The unconfirmed r e p o r t s 
add that Russia would not ob­ 
ject to the maintenance of the 
North Atlantic Defense Pact as 
long as It is not backed up with 
arms. 
The Russian peace offer sup­ 
posedly was m ade through Uni­ 
ted Nations 
Secretary-General 
Try gve Lie and diplomatic chan- 
i 
els and is said to cover almost 
ie entire area of the far-flung 
Cold War. 
Although details 
are scarce 
and uncoriirmed, newsmen here 
learned from French diplomatic

guilty

guilty.” 
Sitting on the bench was Jus­ 
tice Nathan D. 
Perlm an 
and 
Presiding Justice John J. 
Ben­ 
nett. 
The fact that Bennett was sit- 
j ting at Perlm an’s side was con­ 
sidered extraordinary and

officials to investigate in 1945. 
The two Partisans, Gualtiero 
Torrini and 
Giuseppe 
Mainini, 
are being held as accomplices rn 
Holohan’s death. 
They said the Americans, iden­ 
tified only as “ Lt. Icardi” 
and 
‘Sgt. Lodolce,” shot Holohan on 
Dec. 5, 1944. while 
he 
was 
in 
Italy on an assignment known as 
the "Chrysler Mission.” 
Holohan reportedly was carry ­ 
ing a large sum in gold and dol­ 
lars for use on the mission. 
The confessing Partisans said 
that after the m ajo r’s death they 
helped to feign a mock Germ an 
attack and spread the story that 
Holohan had been captured 
by 
SS troops.

Farmers’ Cash 
Receipts Due 
For Decline 


WASHINGTON, June 19—The 
government reports that farm- 
j ers’ cash receipts 
are 
running 
about nine percent under 
those 
of last year. 
The Federal Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics expects cash 
receipts for the first six months 
of 1950 to total $10.6 billion. That 
compares with more than 
$11.5 
billion during the first 
half of 
1949. 
Farm ers cash receipts in the 
first quarter of this year 
were 
down seven percent from a simi­ 
lar period in 1949 at $5.5 billion. 
And during this quarter of 
1950. the bureau says total cash 
receipts will be only slightly 
more than $5 billion, or 12 per­ 
cent under a year earlier. 
Finally, the bureau thinks that 
farm ers will take one of the big­ 
gest socks on the 
cash 
receipt 
ledger during the present month.

June

will

• BATTLE OF FORMOSA—Behind America’s warning to her citi­ 
zens to get out of Formosa lies the private belief of top United 
States military strategista that Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist army will meet eventual defeat if the Communists launch 
an invasion. 
United States authorities do not expect the Communists to have 
an easy victory but they do not see how the Reds can be denied final 
triumph. In Formosa they see an Asiatic version of the "Battle of 
Britain" which never took place in 1939-40—that phase of the battle 
covering the expected invasion that Hitler never launched. 
Washington experts believe the Chinese Reds—cocky and well­ 
equipped—will learn from Hitler’s failure and not hesitate long about 
an Invasion attempt. Moat British officials today adm it that had 
Hitler Invaded he probably would have conquered the islands after 
terrific slaughter. 
In Asia the Red Air Force—Russian-equipped and trained—is 
growing and the United States Defense department fears that before 
many weeks the Hammer and Sickle will be hoisted to a bloody 
flagstaff on Formosa.

fire of 1871 wiped him out, but 
he built a large hotel and other 
buildings and again accumulated 
a large fortune. 
His beautiful 
wife was president of the board 
of lady managers of the World’* 
Columbian exposition of 1893. He 
died in 1902. What was his name? 
2—He was probably born at 
Turnberry, 
Ayrshire, 
Scotland, 
July ll, 1274. He is said to have 
spent his youth at the court of 
the English king, but when Sir 
William Wallace, Scottish hero, 
raised his standard, our hero 
joined him, harrying the English 


forces. After Wallace’s execution, 
he began his long, hard-fought 
Contest with England. At one time 
things looked pretty dark for the 
Scots, and there is a legend—put 
into rhyme—about his despair of 
success, and how watching a spi­ 
der persist in 
spinning a web 
after several unsuccessful tries, 
he was encouraged to try again, 
and finally defeated the English. 
He was made king of Scotland. 
He died on July 12, 1329. His 
body was buried at Dumferline, 
but his heart at Melrose. Who 
was this Scottish hero?
